~ Starting to clear the decks lor 
TUi important vote on whether the 
local city and county health depart­ 
ments should b e unified, the Pick­ 
away Community Health Council 
had circulated a summary report 
on comparative details involved.

Governor Sees $1 Billion, 8-Year 
Construction Plan As Ohio's Need 


COLUMBUS (# —Gov. Frank J. 
Lausche today outlined a $1 b illion, 
eight-y ear construction program to 
give Ohio a highway sy stem that 
“ will have no equal any where.” 
He presented the pro g ram per­ 
so nally at the » pening to day o f 
a special sessio n o f the Leg isla­ 
ture called by v o ters last No v em­ 
ber to implement an appro v ed 
$500 millio n bo nd issue to speed 
hig hway building . 
The governor said improvements 
approved b y the highway construc­ 
tion council called for issuing only 
$8 2 million worth of b onds in 1954- 
55. 
Revenues from the b onds added 
to 
present 
highway 
department 
plans, he said, would give Ohio a 
$140 million road b uilding program 
for each of those y ears. Comb ine 
that with $125 million spent each 
y ear in b uilding the Northern Ohio 
Turnpike and

wrould b e $265 million, he added.

tion benefits would be lopsidedly in 
favor of the city at the county’s ex­ 
pense. 
In reminding its members of the 
Important business on hand for the 
Jan. 28 meeting, the council em ­ 
phasized that “ each organization, 
agency and group shall be entitled 
to one voting representative’’ in 
balloting on unification. Only auth­ 
orized delegates will be permitted 
to vote. 
The health council will also 
elect officers for 1951 at its m eet­ 
ing late this month. Before it u n­ 
dertook a study of the unification 
proposal, the council: 
Indorsed legislation to ba n t h e 
feeding of raw garbage to hogs, and 
to transfer the restaurant inspec­ 
tion authority from the state Fire 
M arshal’s office to the Health De­ 
partment. Both measures became 
law. 
Encouraged the local health de­ 
partm ent in its own e f f o r t s to 
launch a restaurant inspection pro­ 
gram, and to improve conditions at 
the city dump.

Mink- Made Man Inherited Nary A 


Penny, But Also Owns Gold Mine 


By HAL BOYLE 
NEW YORK li'P)—Col. Frank C. 
Gothier is a mink-made man. 
“ I nev er inherited a p enny in 
my life,” said the colonel, who is 
p erhap s the only man in Ameri­ 
ca who wears a mink coat and 
also owns 9,000 liv e mink, 4 00 
hogs, 1.4 00 acres of Iowa b ottom­ 
land and a Colorado gold mine. 
“ Of cou rse, it’s ju st an old gold 
mine,” he ex p lained modestly . “ I 
b ou ght it for the tax es on it. 
‘‘1 su p p ose there are any nu m­ 
b er of 
p eop le who own 
gold 
mines. Bu t the only other fellow 
1 ev er heard of who had his own 
mink coat was that Ru ssian they 
called Rasp u tin. 
After he 
got 
himself killed the Ru ssian gov ­ 
ernment sent his coat ov er here, 
and it sold for $2,200; it was 25 
y ears old.” 
To the colonel this is sou nd 
p roof that a mink coat wears b et­ 
ter than a Ru ssian p olitical fig­ 
u re. 
Gothier, a stalwart 
6 -foot 
3 
man of 65, is the dean of U. S. 
mink ranchers and a p ioneer in 
the b reeding of new fu r ty p es. 
“ Mink hav e fascinated me all 
my life,” said the colonel, who 
came here to sell 2.000 mink. I 
trap p ed ‘em as a b oy near my 
home at Anthon, Iowa. 
“ I had a good home, b u t I left 
it at 12 b ecau se the farm was 
too small an op eration for a fam­ 
ily of sev en. 
“ I wanted to b e indep endent 
and make my own way . So I went 
ou t to Sou th Dakota and rode 
the range b efore they ev en had 
a railroad. When I 
married 
I 
figu red that was no life for a 
married man so I came b ack to 
my old home town, took a small 
p iece of land and settled down.” 
In 1916 Gothier, whose life is a 
fu r-lined romance, b egan b reed­ 
ing mink, b u t didn’t make a dol­ 
lar ou t of 
them 
for 
17 
long 
y ears. He made the farm p ay his 
liv ing and the cost of his b reed­ 
ing ex p eriments. 
He b ecame one of the nation’s 
b est known fu r ju dges and a top 
au ctioneer. His title of colonel, 
conferred b y the state of Iowa, 


is a trib u te to his work at more 
than 1,000 au ctions. 
‘‘My dream was alway s to cre­ 
ate a b etter 
mink.” 
he 
said. 
“Ov er the y ears I cross-b red six 
sp ecies of American mink and 
fiv e sp ecies from Alaska and 
Canada. I’v e p rodu ced mink in 
12 different colors. 
“ Right now’ I’m interested in 
white mink and b u ff mink, b e­ 
cau se they ’re new'. I alway s like 
to do something new. I get one 
white mink ou t of ev ery 16 I 
p rodu ce. 
“ I’v e b een told sev eral times 
this is imp ossib le b ecau se it v io­ 
lates the Mendelian laws of her­ 
edity . Bu t my mink nev er heard 
of the law. You nev er can tell 
what a mink will do.” 
The colonel wears a hat made 
of wild jackrab b it fu r. 
“We feed the mink wild jack- 
rab b its b y the ton,” he ex p lain­ 
ed. “ We also feed ‘em 
horse- 
meat, herring, b u ttermilk, cer­ 
eals, y east and tomato ju ice.” 
The mink respond to this nou r­ 
ishing diet b y b eing amazingly 
coop erativ e 
in 
the 
colonel’s 
b reeding ex p eriments. 
A 
mink 
b orn in May will p rodu ce an av ­ 
erage litter of fou r kits one y ear 
later. Bu t ex cep t for those kep t 
to re-stock the herd, the mink 
b orn in May are electrocu ted and 
p elted the following Decemb er. 
“ I don’t know' of any animal 
that grows so fast,” said the col­ 
onel. 
The mink hav e an all-arou nd 
v alu e in p eace and war. Their 
fu r is made into fine garments 
to clothe lov ely ladies. Their car­ 
casses are grou nd into tankage 
and fed to hogs. Their grease is 
made into gly cerine and winds 
u p in high-ex plosiv e shells.

good and that Congress would feel 
the same way and translate them 
into law. 
But he couldn’t be sure before­ 
hand. And particularly he couldn’t 
be sure that Congress, before quit­ 
ting next summer, would make 
any changes or, if it did, that 
they would be the ones he sug­ 
gested. 
What Eisenhower offered today 
^represented 
the 
end 
of 
much 
'stum bling around inside the ad­ 
ministration and the President’s 
own official family on the ques­ 
tion of amending Taft-Hartley. 
Last year congressional commit­ 
tees held weeks of hearings on the 
law, letting all interested parties 
—labor, business and others—have 
their 
say 
on 
what 
should 
or 
shouldn’t be done. 
When a committee is consider­ 
i n g legislation on a law' as con­ 
troversial and basic as Taft-Hart­ 
ley, it would be usual for an ad­ 
ministration spokesman to state 
its view's and very unusual if one 
didn’t. 
Last year no one from the ad­ 
ministration appeared. The job of 
testifying for the administration 
would have fallen to the secretary 
of labor, Martin P. Durkin. Durkin 
stayed away.

The result: Congress didn’t act 
T H in 1953. Later, when Durkin 
quit the Cabinet in September, it 
became pretty clear why he hadn’t 
gone before the committee. 
The administration through last 
winter, spring and summer had 
been unable to make up its mind 
on what T H changes it thought 
should be made. 
Durkin complained, on the day 
he resigned, that he had 
been 
^w orking with Eisenhower's White 
House aides on suggested changes, 
thought they had White House ap­ 
proval, and then found out they 
didn’t. Eisenhower said he had 
never broken his word to an as­ 
sociate. 
So between last September and 
now the Eisenhower people have 
whipped up a list of changes prob­ 
ably fewer than Durkin wanted, 
which the President could say re- 
(Apresented his considered opinion. 
Nevertheless, the difficulties en­ 
countered by Eisenhower on this 
subject were fairly mild when com­ 
pared with those of former Presi­ 
dent Truman, under whose admin­ 
istration, 
when 
the 
Republicans 
controlled Congress in 1947, T-H 
was passed. 
Truman went a lot further than 
Eisenhower, He wanted T-H taken 
off the books, which was what 
bunion labor leaders wanted. But 
in the following years, when his 
Democrats ran C o n g r ess, he 
couldn’t do anything either.

Mink-Made Man Inherited-Nary A|otddBa^ fnsa'Mao 
Penny, But Also Owns Gold Mine “ 
0T” ‘ - ~ “ 


Bv HAL BOYLE 
NEW YORK W—Col. Frank C. 
Gothier is a mink-made man. 
“ I never inherited a penny in 
my life,” said the colonel, who is 
perhaps the only man in Ameri­ 
ca who wears a mink coat and 
also owns 9,000 live mink. 400 
hogs, 1,400 acres of Iowa bottom­ 
land and a Colorado gold mine. 
“ Of course, ifs just an old gold 
mine,” he explained modestly. “ I 
bought it for the taxes on it. 
“ I suppose there are any num­ 
ber of 
people who owfn 
gold 
mines. But the only other fellow' 
I ever heard of w ho had his own 
mink coat was that Russian they 
called Rasputin. 
After he 
got 
himself killed the Russian gov­ 
ernment sent his coat over here, 
and it sold for $2,200; it was 25 
years old.” 
To the colonel this is sound 
proof that a mink coat wears bet­ 
ter than a Russian political fig­ 
ure. 
Gothier, a stalwart 
6-foot 
3 
man of 65, is the dean of U. S. 
mink ranchers and a pioneer in 
the breeding of new- fur types. 
“ Mink have fascinated me all 
my life,” said the colonel, who 
came here to sell 2.000 mink. I 
trapped ‘em as a boy near my 
home at Anthon, Iowa. 
“ I had a good home, but I left 
it at 12 because the farm was 
too small an operation for a fam­ 
ily of seven. 
“ I wanted to be independent 
and make my own way. So I went 
out to South Dakota and rode 
the range before they even had 
a railroad. When I 
married 
I 
figured that was no life for a 
married man so I came back to 
my old home town, took a small 
piece of land and settled down.” 
In 1916 Gothier, whose life is a 
fur-lined romance, began breed­ 
ing mink, but didn’t make a dol­ 
lar out of 
them 
for 
17 
long 
years. He made the farm pay his 
living and the cost of his breed­ 
ing experiments. 
He became one of the nation’s 
best known fur judges and a top 
auctioneer. His title of colonel, 
conferred by the state of Iowa,

“ Right now' I’m interested in 
white mink and buff mink, be­ 
cause they’re new'. I always like 
to do something new. I get one 
white mink out of every 16 I 
produce. 
“ I’ve been told several times 
this is impossible because it vio­ 
lates the Mendelian laws of her­ 
edity. But my mink never heard 
of the law. You never can tell 
what a mink will do.” 
The colonel wears a hat made 
of wild jackrabbit fur. 
“ We feed the mink wild jack- 
rabbits by the ton,” he explain­ 
ed. “ W’e also feed 
‘em 
hor.se- 
meat, herring, buttermilk, cer­ 
eals, yeast and tomato juice.” 
The mink respond to this nour­ 
ishing diet by being amazingly 
cooperative 
in 
the 
colonel’s 
breeding experiments. 
A 
mink 
born in May will produce an av­ 
erage litter of four kits one year 
later. But except for those kept 
to re-stock the herd, the mink 
born in May are electrocuted and 
pelted the following December. 
“ I don’t know' of any animal 
that grows so fast,” said the col­ 
onel. 
The mink have an all-around 
value in peace and war. Their 
fur is made into fine garments 
to clothe lovely ladies. Their car­ 
casses are ground into tankage 
and fed to hogs. Their grease is 
made into glycerine and winds 
up in high-explosive shells.

WASHINGTON - While Capi­ 
tol Hill Republicans grouse that

New Deal government’s reforms, 
they fail utterly to realize that 
his appointment of conservative 
administrators to Roosevelt-Tru- 
man commissions has had the ef­ 
fect they desire. The transforma- 
tlon has been wrought so quiet­ 
ly that it is not generally apprec­ 
iated.

IK E ’S M EN—Almost every one 
of these Czaristic commissions is 
now’ administered and controlled 
by Eisenhower appointees, with 
his selection sitting as chairmen.

The Eisenhower agency, how­ 
ever, has ruled that the employ­ 
er need not grant such a privi­ 
lege. It held that the plant was 
the natural forum for manage­ 
m ent’s voice, and that the union 
hall was the proper place for la­ 
bor’s discussions. It rejected the 
idea that the 
union has a statu­ 
tory right to assemble and make 
campaign speeches on the em ­ 
ployer’s premises 
and 
at 
the 
employer's expense.” 


NO PEN A LTY—In the famous 
soap case, 
the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission dismissed a Truman 
complaint against three of the 
nation's largest firms. The accu­ 
sation was that these companies 
discriminated against smaller es­ 
tablishments by granting adver­ 
tising allowances for newspaper 
promotion in proportion to pur­ 
chases. In 
general, 
the 
FTC 
found that success should not be 
penalized, as the Supreme Court 
recently ruled in the duPont cel­ 
lophane ca :e. 
Likewise, 
the 
Eisenhower re­ 
made Federal 
Power 
Commis­ 
sion has sought to remove shack­ 
les previously imposed on private 
enterprise. The new group seeks 
to decentralize the authority that 
had been seized 
by 
Roosevelt- 
Truman bodies. It also takes the 
position that public power units 
must show economic ability to 
serve their customers as well as 
private companies, and not ex­ 
pect any special favors.

-—that their measurement of the universe 
has been erroneous by ihe factor of two. 
Distances of outer space, by this calcula­ 
tion, are held to be twice as big as was 
supposed. 
This would make the known universe 
twice as big and twice as old. All this is in 
a tentative stage, and further application 
may be followed by announcement of a 
greater magnification. 
It must be discouraging to that urge in 
puny man which aspires to an exploration 
of this universe which in miles is measured 
approximately by 12 followed by 21 digits. 
Engineers in America and Germany have 
various schemes. Usually they start with a 
man-made satellite somewhere off the 
earth which is tabbed as a refueling point. 
From there they launch mythical space 
ships for Mars, the round trip to require 
an estimated three years. They aren’t sure 
they’ll get to Mars. Once there, they have 
doubts about getting back. Rut if they 
make it and seek further worlds to explore, 
there are stars so far out in space that it 
would require several generations of astro­ 
nauts to attain them. 
Perhaps it would be common sense for 
man to abandon his arrogant aspirations 
and apply himself more fully to tidying up 
this planet. But the goal that seems be­ 
yond man’s grasp has ever been the incen­ 
tive that has kept the species climbing. 


TIME FOR INVENTORY 
IT IS AT THIS SEASON of the year the 
American people turn their thoughts of the 
spiritual, engendered by Christmas, back 
to the realms of business and trade. The 
yearly inventory is here. Stocks are being 
counted, yearly sales summed up, profits 
verified. This has become an essential part 
of business. No concern can go ahead intel­ 
ligently without a knowledge of how it far­ 
ed in the previous 12 months. 
The American economy is geared to sta­ 
tistics. It is continually comparing condi­ 
tions with similar situations during previ­ 
ous periods of activities. Sales are up or 
down from the previous year. Experiences 
of one year become guide posts for t h e 
months ahead. 
Why wouldn’t this be a good practice for 
government? 
Certainly much would be 
learned in behalf of better service, as well 
as economv, by taking stock at the end of 
the year. Mistakes coud be corrected, past 
blunders avoided, new courses c h a r t e d 
which would be of benefit to all the people. 
After all government is nothing but big bus­ 
iness. 
If lesser concerns find it necessary to 
take stock at least once a year how much 


I received a letter signed by three im­ 
portant names, Lucius D. Clay, Edward S. 
Corwin, and John W. Davis. It is a form 
letter, probably sent to thousands of citi­ 
zens, and came from the “Committee for 
Defense of the Constitution’’ — a laudable 
purpose, indeed. The very first sentence 
hit me with all the vehemence of an ad­ 
vertising agency calling attention to a body 
odor. It read: 
“The Constitution is again under at­ 
tack.” 
Naturally I assumed that here might be 
another committee to fight the Commu­ 
nists, perhaps for their abuse of the Fifth 
Amendment, but I was in error. This com­ 
mittee was organized to fight Republicans 
and Democrats who favor the B r i c k e r 
Amendment. 
From the general tenor of the statement 
signed by these gentlemen, one would im­ 
agine that the American Constitution had 
been prepared by the Persians and the 
Medes and is unchangeable in every com­ 
ma and semicolon. Actually, the Constitu­ 
tion makes ample provision for amend­ 
ments and has been amended 22 times, in­ 
cluding once to eliminate alcoholic bever­ 
ages from our lives and another time to 
restore such liquid refreshment, after a 
campaign in which one of the objectives 
was freeing beer from the bootleggers and 
racketeers. 
Therefore, it must be reported that when 
the lawyers and laymen of this committee 
set out to frighten us by announcing anoth­ 
er attack on the Constitution, they were 
misstating the case, 
exaggerating the 
premise, engaging in fantasy, which may 
be characteristic of pleading lawyers, but 
is not likely to influence hard-h e a d e d 
Americans who recognize a fact when they 
see one. 
The fact they see is that while the Con­ 
stitution provides that the legislative func­ 
tion of this nation is designated to C o n ­ 
gress, it can be and is being performed by 
foreigners in the United Nations because 
of treaties signed for what appears to be 
one particular purpose but becomes ex­ 
panded to be all-inclusive. Cases have al­ 
ready been in our courts concerning this 
and in most of them the United States has 
lost to the foreigners. 
The Constitution needs to be amended to 
protect this country from alien p o w e r s 
whose activities neither Alexander Hamil­ 
ton, John Jay nor James Madison could 
have foreseen. In fact, none of the dele­ 
gates to the Constitutional 
Convention 
could have imagined that the United States 
would ever become involved so deeply in 
the affairs of Europe, Asia and Africa, 
they, the delegates, just h a v i n g freed 
themselves from Great Britain and Euro­ 
pean tutelage. 
The difference of opinion here is a hid­ 
den one—not at all the one that is general­ 
ly discussed. What is really at stake is 
this: The internationalists have learned 
nothing since 1945. They have not truly ap­ 
praised the events that have happened 
since our government finally discovered 
that Russia is not an ally but an enemy.

Curing Child's Bed-Wetting 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


B Y the time they are three or 
four most youngsters are cured of 
bed-wetting, both during the day 
and a t night. 
Boys as a rule are somewhat 
•lower in training than girls. If a 
child has passed the age of three 
and still wets his bed, he Is prob­ 
ably suffering from some emo­ 
tional disturbance, rather than a 
physical one. 


Disease May Be Cause 
However, there are certain In­ 
stances where the child’s symp­ 
toms or a test of his urine may 
suggest some actual disease as a 
cause of the bed-wetting. For this 
reason, any child with this habit 
should be carefully examined. 
Bed-wetting or enuresis, as it is 
known medically, may recur in a 
child who has already stopped the 
habit. Some mental conflict which 
upsets the child is usually the 
cause in these cases. This may 
follow harsh treatm ent which can 
cause an insecure feeling. It com­ 
monly occurs in the absence of 
parents or upon the arrival of a 
new baby who may threaten the 
child’s position in the family.

PORTLAND, Ore.—Thousands of youngsters are helping to replant 
Hie world’s worst forest devastation—Oregon’* massive 300,000-acre 
Tillamook Burn. 
Groups of grade school boys and girls and teenagers are developing 
special areas into green new’ forests. 
They make regular excursions 
into the huge burn in northwestern Oregon in wdiat has become a rap- 
idly-growing adventure. 
Public schools, Scout troops. Sunday schools, 4-H clubs and other 
youth organizations are participating in the project. 
The youngsters 
thus have a part in the greatest single forest rehabilitation effort of 
all time, a $10,500,000 program over a 15-year period. 
Success of this 
program will mean that one day the 500-square mile area, sprawled 
over five counties, will be produc­ 
ing big timber again. 
The deso­ 
late, snag-infested region is con­ 
sidered one of the best timber- 
growing areas in the w’orld. 
Traditionally, boys and girls are 
now setting out tiny seedlings each 
autumn and spring. The tree-plant­ 
ing effort has been incorporated 
into 
their 
school 
curricula 
for 
study in conservation and preven­ 
tion of forest fires. 
In some cases high school boys 
and girls visit grade schools to lec­ 
ture on the subject, then later di­ 
rect the actual planting in the Til­ 
lamook B u r n . 
Portland schools 
use 
the 
city’s 
forest 
park 
for 
“practice" planting sessions. 
Eag­ 
er youngsters quickly learn there s 
more to planting a tree than just 
sticking it in the ground. 


IN THE Tillamook Bum pupils 
sw’arm 
over 
the 
charred 
land, 
working in platoons to set out tiny 
seedlings. 
State foresters super­ 
vise the planting, while trees are 
furnished by the state and the 
W est Coast Lumbermen’s associa­ 
tion. 
Officials report tile kids are 
doing a good job, for the 75 per 
cent of their trees survive. 
Largest of the field days Is that 
staged each spring by the Tilla­ 
mook county grade schools. From 
500 to 800 seventh and eighth 
graders take part. 
They have a 
special interest in the Burn, for a 
large part of It is in their own 
county. 
They have been working on a 
40-acre section to be known as the 
Orville 
Miller 
Memorial 
forest, 
named for a late lumber leader of 
the Pacific Northwest. 
Tile forest 
was dedicated in 1952 by Secretary 
of Interior Douglas McKay, then 
Oregon’s governor. 
In two years the youngsters 
have planted 75,000 seedlings. They 


are now assigned a new tract. 
In 
one season, Portland youngsters 
set out 130,000 seedlings. 
The Idea of youth helping re­ 
plant forest-depleted areas is not 
new, but the Tillamook Burn ef­ 
fort Is new in scope. 
Many tim­ 
ber-producing states are now de­ 
veloping youth planting programs 
on public and private lands.

THESE ARE sponsored by state 
forestry departments, lumber com­ 
panies 
and 
civic 
organizations. 
Often tho youth organizations are 
promised future use of the re­ 
planted 
areas 
for 
picnics 
and 
camping. 
Such projects may be developed 
most anywhere there is lumbering, 
observes 
Arthur 
Priaulx, 
West 
C o a s t Lumbermen's association 
spokesman. 
He advises schools or 
groups interested to talk with lo­ 
cal foresters or timber operators. 
Of course, full value of a youth 
program such as that in the Tilla­ 
mook Burn cannot be rated In the 
number of trees planted or areas 
restored. 
Teachers 
find 
the 
activity 
a 
“natural" 
for 
classroom 
work. 
Students are also give an oppor­ 
tunity to see the term “community 
service" in action. 
They further 
observe first hand what terrible 
havoc is wrought from careless­ 
ness with fire in the woods. 
Most of the boys and girls will 
never see full benefit of their ef­ 
forts 80 to IOO years hence. 
How­ 
ever, each time they drive through 
sorry forest areas, of which the 
Tillamook Burn is a prime ex­ 
ample, they may gaze upon the 
beauty of a growing forest they 
helped plant. 
They thus have a 
living symbol of keeping America 
green.
